9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for the control of the White Pine Blister Rust. 
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10. To see if the Town will provide commercial bonds 
for its bonded town officers, including School Treasurer, 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money for the purpose of securing liability insurance 
on the fire truck. 

12. To see if the Town wiil vote to deed to the School 
District the land and shed now used by said School District 
at the Center for storage of wood. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for the purpose of providing shades and additional 
settees for the hall. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money for the purpose of building a house to shelter 
tractor and fire truck. | 

15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell any property that may come into its possession through 
tax collector’s deed, if they consider advisable. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a committee 
to investigate the merits of a town forest, and pass any 
vote relating thereto.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Dunbarton: 

I herewith submit my sixth annual report. 

The statistical tables which form a part of this report 
give a brief summary of the general condition and stand- 
ing of the schools. 

The records for attendance and accomplishment com- 
pare favorably with the high standards of the past two 
years. The number of cases of tardiness has been reduced 
from 462 to 224; a very decided improvement. I trust we 
shall be able to make still further improvement during the 
current school year. 

We were especially favored during the past year in hav- 
ing a large graduating class, all members of which were 
centrally located, and thus able to meet often as a class 
for work on class functions and social good fellowship. 
Much credit is due our faithful teachers, who cooperated. 
so heartily in making their last term a very pleasant one. 
The idea of a special school during the last half-year for 
the graduating class was expressed a great many times. 
1 kelieve this plan possible and entirely practicable. In 
any case it is worth thinking about. The Center building 
could, at comparatively small expense, be made into a two- 
rocm school and so make a good room for the graduating 
class, and a much better room for the regular school work. 

Miss Osgood and her children at the Center are to be 
congratulated on their fine community spirit in raising 
money for electric lights for their school. They did not 
lie down and ask for what they wanted, but worked and 
earned it for “our school.” 

The improvements at Montalona make it possible for 
all the children to have good light and adequate ventila- 
tion. I recommend that the blackboard space be still fur- 
ther increased and that the walls and ceiling be completely 
renewed. A good wall board, like Sheet Rock, properly 
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installed and painted, would, I believe, give better service 
than plaster. The school room could be made larger, 
which would be very advantageous, by removing a par- 
tition and extending the room back to the shed. The 
toilets, which are inadequate and not very sanitary, should 
be relocated and rebuilt as soon as possible. 

The Waite school room, with the large number now en- 
rolled, is not sufficiently weil lighted; more window space 
would be advisable. Removal of one of the maple trees 
near the building is absolutely necessary in order to secure 
the best possible light, with the windows as at present ar- 
ranged. While we do not choose to cut beautiful shade 
tiees, we must consider the children’s welfare, especially 
their eyesight, as of greater importance. 

There is great need of new seats and desks in all five 
schools. Sufficient new and up-to-date equipment would 
cost about $700. I recommend that the matter be care- 
fully considered and such action taken as seems best. 

I am pleased to report that we are now able to give our 
eighth grade pupils Junior High School Algebra and Lit- 
erature that begins to compare favorably with generally 
accepted standards. Better trained teachers, new text books 
and improved methods have made these desirable achieve- 
ments possible. 

In the death of Olivér Bailey, who served the School 
District as auditor, and Frederic L. Ireland, who served as 
moderator and treasurer, we have suffered an irreparable 
loss. The business positions they filled so efficiently and 
acceptably can be carried on with little interruption by 
others, but each one of us and the schools in general have 
lost kindly, helpful friends who cannot be replaced. 

In closing I wish to thank all who have served so faith- 
fully and diligently in the interests of the children and their 
community.
